In cases o 
presidential elections the names of the 
presidential candidates and presiden 
tial electors are all placed upon th 
ballot, byt a cross mark placed in the 
square before the name of the presi 
dential candidate votes the ticket fo 
the electors entire. 
The party em 


blem is left above each party ticket 
In municipal elections for the municl 
pal candidates, other than councilmen 
the candidates for one office of each 
party are listed together under th< 
designation 
mayor, 
city 
solicitor 


treasurer, etc.. and the voter selects 
from each list of candidates for th 
one office the one for whom he desires 
to vote, and places the cross mar'.; In 
thev square before 
the 
name. The 


same plan is followed 
in township 


elections. To the right of each candi 
date's name In these lists is printed 
his party. In councilmanic and schoo 
hoard elections there are no party 
designations whatever on the tickets 


Another feature of the bill Is the 


opening it offers for independent nom 
inations for councilmanic or schoo 
board candidates. Any person, defeat 
ed'at the primaries, may have his 
name added to the ticket by petition 
under the existing law, and have an 
equal footing with his former oppon 
ent. •

New York, March :'—In a jnldalr 


fight along the narrow tootway of the 
East River tunnel superstructure. In 
which a misstep would have meant a 
fall of 30 feet, witness I hy hundreds 
who were traveling in the :',4th street 
ferry Thursday afternoon, one man re- 
ceived a shock or Injuries which re- 
almost instantly in his death. 


The combatants wen Fred Moon, a

McAssey, it is said, started for the

McAsse\'s list reached 


him on the point of th'> jaw before he 
could do anything clsr> ;nnl fell full 
lengtl^ to the iKjards. 
He was up in 


an instant, however, and the 
men 


clinched.

Both were of equal strength and 


inured to great heights. They fell on 
the footway, hardly more than four 
feet wide, writhed anil twisted in an 
attempt to get the upper hand. 


An instant It would appear as If one 


or both mu-it plunge over t'he edge, 
but with a desperate effort they would 
roll to safety. 
Once It seemed as 11 


Moon's body was half -over, but he 
managed to struggle back. 
Another 


time he turned the engineer, and it 
looked as if the fall would come them 
They got to their few. and McAssey 
again reached tho vulnerable point of 
the other man's jaw. 


From that he reeled and again fell. 


He lay for an Instant, but recovering 
himself started to walk away, sign! 
fying that he was beaten. McAssey 
stood still. In other moment he had 
rushed forward, with his fellow em- 
ployes, for Moon. "Who had walked on 
a few feet when he dropped, flat on his 
faco. He was dead when they reached

McAssey, declaring that he had not
